Earlier  on  July  15,  193?,  while  being  in  the  frontier 
patrol  directly  on  the  hill  Zaozernaya  I  personally  observed 
the  Japanese  troops  concentrating  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hill 
Zaozernaya. 

In  the  course  of  10-12  days  troops  and  guns  were  brought 
up  in  trucks  toward  the  state  frontier  <n  front  of  hill 
Zaozerneyo .  In  my  estimate  in  this  section  there  were  con¬ 
centrated  by  the  Japanese  about  6OO-70C  soldiers;  two 
Japanese  Batteries  were  mounted  on  each  of  the  two  hills.
